On April 5, 2011, atapproximately 2059 hours, Deputies Adrian Dominguez and Heriberto 
Fernandez were working Unit 216F, a regular patrol duty car out of the Century Station. 
As they traveled north on Central Avenue their attention was drawn to a white compact 
vehicle which was traveling south on Central Avenue. The deputies observed that the 
vehicle did not have a front license piate. They also saw that the vehicle only had a paper 
dealer plate affixed to the rear. Based on their observations, the deputies decided to turn 
their patrol vehicle around and initiate a traffic stop of the vehicle. 


As the deputies turned their vehicle around they sav tha: the white compact vehicle made 
a right turn onto westbound 76^ Place. The deputies followed, but they were a substantial 
distance behind the compact vehicle. As the deputies approached Wadsworth Avenue, 
they saw that the compact vehicle had maneuvered past a white sedan which was double 
parked on 76" Place, facing east. Due to several vehicles being parked on the street, and 
the white sedan that was double parked, there was not enough room for the deputies to 
drive through and continue following the compact vehicle. Based on the limited space 
between vehicles, the deputies slowed their patrol vehicle in front of the white sedan.

As they approached the white sedan, their attention was drawn to two male Hispanics 
(Later identified as Suspects Oscar Ramirez, and Jaime Burgos), and one male black, 
standing on the passenger side of that vehicle. One of the Hispanic males was leaning 
inside the white sedan, as the other two males stood close by. The three males looked in 
the direction of the deputies’ patrol vehicle, and immediately began running westbound on 
76" place. The two male Hispanics ran on the south sidewalk, as the male black ran on 
the street.

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residence. She said she had spent the day with Suspect Ramirez, 
and Suspect Ramirez had exited her vehicle just prior to the deputies’ 
arri icide Bureau detectives summarized their interview with 
"n a Supplemental Report, which is included in this case 
book. See Exhibit A, Page 97. м m not witness the 
shooting, nor was she charged with any crime. 


The two deputies exited their patrol vehicle and began chasing the two male Hispanic 
suspects. The two suspects continued running west until they reached the driveway of the 
residence allo" Place. Upon reaching the driveway the two suspects turned and 
began running south into the driveway. The two deputies continued chasing the suspects 
into the driveway of the residence. Due to a vehicle parked in the driveway, the deputies 
were forced to enter the driveway in a single column configuration, with Deputy Dominguez 
in the lead. 


IAB Note: A Foot Pursuit Evaluation Form was completed and submitted by 
Century Station personnel. The deputies chased the suspects for a 
distance of approximately 214 feet. A copy of the Pursuit Evaluation 
form is included in this case book. See Exhibit 1. 


As the deputies moved south, adjacent to the parked vehicle, one of the suspects 
(Ramirez) moved to his right towards a chainlink fence on the west side of the driveway. 
Suspect Ramirez, having retrieved a firearm from his waistband or pocket, pointed the 
weapon at the deputies. Deputy Dominguez fired one round at Suspect Ramirez from his 
department issued Beretta, striking him in the upper torso. Suspect Ramirez fell on the 
pavement, and threw the gun several feet to the north. 


Almost simultaneously, Suspect Burgos was attempting to scale a chainlink gate located 
to the south, at the end of the driveway. The chainlink gate separated the driveway from 
the rear yard of the residence. The deputies ordered the suspect down, at which point the 
suspect turned to his right, and displayed a semi automatic pistol in his right hand. Suspect 
Burgos then pointed the weapon in the direction of the deputies. Deputy Dominguez fired 
one round at Suspect Burgos, striking him on the left side of his lower back. Suspect 
Burgos threw his firearm in a southeast direction, into the back yard of the residence. He 
then scaled the fence and laid on the ground. 


The deputies detained both suspects at gunpoint, and called for assistance via their hand 
held radios. Assisting deputies arrived and a crime scene was established. The arriving 
deputies also assisted in controlling an unruly crowd, which had gathered shortly after the 
shooting. Paramedics arrived and treated both suspect's injuries. Both suspects were 
subsequently transported to local hospitals.

76^ Place is a paved east 
west residential street with raised curbs and concrete sidewalks on both sides. To the 
east of the location is Wadsworth Avenue, which is a paved north south residential 
street. To the west is McKinley Avenue, which is also a paved north south residential 
street. 


Investigators observed a Los Angeles County Sheriffs Department patrol vehicle, 
Number SD7023, parked in the middle of 76^ Place, facing west. The vehicle was 
parked in front E. —  ] The investigators were advised that the vehicle 
was assigned to Unit 216F, Deputies Dominguez and Fernandez. 


A ast 76" Place the investigators observed a white SUV parked in the driveway, 
facing south. A clear plastic baggy, containing a white powdery substance resembling 
Methamphetamine, was observed lying next to the rear gate of the driveway. Two 
expended 9mm cartridges were observed in the overgrown grass along the west fence 
line. A blue steel revolver was also observed to be in the overgrown grass along the 
west fence line. Investigators were advised that another firearm was found in the back 
yard of the location. In order to maintain the integrity of the crime scene the 
investigators did not enter the back yard.

REVIEW OF RADIO TRANSMISSIONS 


The Internal Affairs Investigator reviewed the emergent radio traffic initiated by the 
involved deputies. 


On the recording, a deputy, later identified as Deputy Dominguez, is heard requesting 
“the patch.” The Sheriffs Communication Center (SCC) Dispatcher is heard asking if 
there is a unit with emergent radio traffic, and asks Unit 261F for their status several 
times. After several seconds of silence Deputy Fernandez is then heard asking for 
emergency clearance (“10-33”). 
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Deputy Fernandez advises that they have been involved in a shooting ("998"), and he 
gives his location. He then requests paramedics ("902R"), and advises that they are 
needed for the two suspects. Deputy Fernandez advises that the deputies involved are 
‘all accounted for.” He additionally advises that there are no outstanding suspects. 


Assisting units, including a sergeant unit, are heard advising that they are responding. 
Deputy Fernandez is heard advising that a large crowd is gathering, and asks assisting 
units to respond “ASAP.”

INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS 


Involved Deputy Adrian Dominguez was interviewed by Homicide Bureau Detectives 
Richard Ramirez and Marcelo Quintero on April 6, 2011, at 0324 hours. The interview 
was conducted at the Century Sheriff's Station, and was digitally audio recorded. 


Deputy Dominguez stated that on the indicated date and time he was working Unit 
216F with his partner, Deputy Heriberto Fernandez. He said they were traveling north 
on Central Avenue when they noticed a white compact vehicle traveling south. He said 
the vehicle was missing a front plate, and only had paper plates affixed to the rear. 
Deputy Dominguez said they decided to turn their vehicle around and iritiate a traffic 
stop of the compact car. 


Deputy Dominguez said that as they turned their vehicle around, they noticed that the 
white compact vehicle turned west onto 76" Place. He said they followed, also turning 
west on 76" Place. Deputy Dominguez said that as they approached Wadsworth 
Avenue they observed a white sedan which was double parked on the south side of the 
street. He said the vehicle's position, coupled with the legally parked cars already 
here, created a very limited space for a vehicle to get through. Deputy Dominguez said 
hat the white compact vehicle was able to maneuver past the white sedan, and 
continue westbound. 


Deputy Dominguez said that their patrol vehicle was too big to drive through, so Deputy 
Fernandez (driver) began slowing the vehicle. He said that as the vehicle slowed, their 
attention was drawn to two Hispanic males, and ore black male standing by the white 
sedan. He said that one of the Hispanic males was leaning inside the passenger side 
of the white sedan. He said that as they approached the white sedan, the three males 
looked in their direction and began running west. 


Deputy Dominguez said they exited their patrol vehicle and began chasing the two 
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Hispanic males, who were running west on the south sidewalk. He said the black male 
continued running west, but on the street. He said that the two Hispanic males were 
grabbing their wai ds as they ran. He said the suspects continued running west 
until they reache ast 76" Place. Deputy Dominguez said both suspects turned 
south into that residences’ driveway. He said that as they turned into the driveway he 
saw that one of the suspects had a firearm in his hand. 


Deputy Dominguez stated that as the suspects entered the driveway they (suspects) 
passed the front porch of the residence. He said that several residents of the home 
were standing on the front porch, and appeared to have been startled by the suspects 
running into their driveway. 


IAB Note: Only one resident of the home „ BEMA Witness 
was willing to speak to Homicide Bureau detectives. 
Witness as interviewed three days after the incident. 


He stated that when the incident occurred, he was the only one 
standing on the front porch. 


Deputy Dominguez stated that they followed the suspects into the driveway. He said 
that due to an SUV parked in the driveway, there was very little room between the 
residence and the vehicle to walk through. He said that due to the limited space, he and 
Deputy Fernandez had to enter in a single column configuration between the home and 
vehicle. He said he took the lead, with Deputy Fernandez following closely behind him. 


Deputy Dominguez said that as they continued walking south through the driveway, he 
and Deputy Fernandez utilized the parked vehicle as cover. He said that the two 
suspect's reached the end of the driveway, and their path was blocked by a chainlink 
gate. He said one of the suspects (Ramirez) turned to his right, and he (Deputy 
Dominguez) saw that he still had the firearm in his hand. Deputy Dominguez said he 
ordered the suspect to drop the firearm, but the suspect instead began to raise the 
firearm in their direction. 


Deputy Dominguez said that fearing for his and Deputy Fernandez’ safety, along with 
the safety of the other residents, he fired one round at the suspect. He said the 
suspect threw the firearm and laid down on the ground. Deputy Dominguez said his 
attention was then drawn to the other suspect (Burgos) who was attempting to scale the 
fence on the south end of the driveway. Deputy Dominguez said he saw that the 
suspect also had a pistol in his right hand, and he ordered him to drop it. 


Deputy Dominguez said the suspect ignored his orders and instead pointed his firearm 
in their direction. He said that, again, fearing for their safety, he fired one round at the 
suspect, striking him. He said the suspect turned back towards the gate and threw his 
pistol in a south direction, towards the detached garage of the residence. Deputy 
Dominguez said he saw the gun land on the roof of the garage, and slide down into the 
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back yard. He said the suspect was able to scale the chainlink fence onto the back 
yard of the residence, at which point he surrendered. 


Deputy Dominguez said both suspects were handcuffed, and they called for assistance 
via their hand held radio. He said a large crowd gathered and began shouting 
obscenities at him and his partner as they detained the two suspects. 


IAB Note: The Homicide Bureau Detectives summarized their interview with 
Deputy Dominguez in a Supplemental Report included in this case 
book. See Exhibit A, Page 48. A Compact Disc, containing the 
audio recording of Deputy Ramirez’ interview, is also included in 
this case book. See Exhibit H. 


Involved Deputy Adrian Dominguez was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau 
Sergeants Carlos Flores and Laura Haynes, on August 22, 2011, at 1014 hours. He 
was represented by Green and Shinee Attorney Alfonso Estrada. The interview was 
digitally audio recorded. 


Deputy Dominguez’ statement and description of the incident during this interview was 
essentially the same as he provided to Homicide Bureau detectives. He then answered 
questions relative to tactics and training. 


Deputy Dominguez stated that when they approached the white sedan that was double 
parked, the three males standing next to the car locked in their direction and appeared 
*startled." He said the two male Hispanics began running west on the south sidewalk, 
and the black male ran west on the street. He said he could see that the two Hispanic 
males were holding on to their waistbands as they ran. 


Deputy Dominguez said he believed that the males had just been involved in a 
narcotics transaction, and were possibly armed. Deputy Dominguez said he focused on 
the two Hispanic males and began running after them. He said he was aware that 
Deputy Fernandez had also exited the vehicle, and was running a few feet behind him. 
Deputy Dominguez said he and Deputy Fernandez ran west on the street, and were 
approximately 15 feet behind the suspects, and 15 feet to the north. 


IAB Note: Deputy Dominguez was shown an aerial photograph of the scene 
and was asked to mark the route taken by the suspects, and the 
route he and his partner took as they chased them. The 
photograph is included in this case book. See Deputy 
Dominguez' interview transcript. 


Deputy Dominguez said he shouted several times to the suspect to stop, but they 
continued running. He said that he believed he was running after armed narcotic 
suspects, but was not sure. He said he wanted to confirm that prior to broadcasting 
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anything over the radio, thus he did not broadcast his foot pursuit. 


Deputy Dominguez said that as the suspects approached the driveway о 6° 
Place, one of the suspects (Ramirez) retrieved a handgun from his waistband. Deputy 
Dominguez said he drew his weapon and continued following the suspects south into 
the driveway. He said that severa! peopie were standing on the front porch еї ZU 
Place, and he began to fear for their safety. He said that he did not stop and begin 
containing the area due to the fact that the suspects now posed an immediate threat. 


Deputy Dominguez said he attempted to initiate radio traffic, but due to the situation he 
opted to keep both hands on his weapon. He said he was trained and is proficient in 
the use of his firearm by using both his hands. He said he could hear the SCC 
dispatcher asking for his status, but he did not want to compromise his safety by 
answering her. 


IAB Note: On the recording of the emergent radio traffic, the SCC dispatcher 
can be heard several times asking Unit 216F for their status. 


Deputy Dominguez said that the suspects reached the end of the driveway, which was 
blocked by a chainlink gate. He said that the suspect he had seen with the gun moved 
to the right (north west direction), towards a fence that separated the residence on the 
west side. Deputy Dominguez said he (Deputy Dominguez) had taken a position behind 
a white vehicle which was parked in the driveway, and Deputy Fernandez was standing 
behind him. He said that he could see both suspects, but focused on the suspect that 
was armed. He said he shouted to the suspect to drop the gun. Deputy Dominguez 
said the suspect turned to his right and pointed the gun in his direction. He said that 
fearing for his safety, the safety of his partner, and the safety of the residents, he shot 
at the suspect one time. Deputy Dominguez said the suspect fell down, released the 
gun, and *proned" himself out. 


Deputy Dominguez said he then focused his attention cn the other suspect (Burgos), 
who was in the process of scaling the driveway gate. He said that he saw that the 
suspect had retrieved a firearm, and was holding it with his right hand. Deputy 
Dominguez said he ordered the suspect to drop the weapon. He said the suspect 
turned to his right and pointed the firearm in their directon. Deputy Dominguez said 
that fearing for his safety, the safety of his partner, and the safety of the residents, he 
shot at the suspect one time. 


Deputy Dominguez said the suspect tumed away from him, while at the same time 
throwing his gun in the back yard of the residence. He said the suspect then threw 
himself over the fence and laid down on the ground. Deputy Dominguez said he and 
Deputy Fernandez then took positions in the driveway where they could cover the 
suspects, and keep an eye on the hostile crowd that began to form. He said that Deputy 
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Fernandez then began initiating emergency radic traffic, requesting assistance. 


Deputy Dominguez said that though the driveway was cark, his firearm is equipped with 
a tactical flashlight, which provided ample lighting. He said that at the time of both 
shootings he was aware that his backdrop was the backyard of the residence to the 
west, and the garage belonging Eb c Place. Deputy Dominguez said that the 
position he took behind the parked vehicle provided him with cover and gave him a 
tactical position of advantage. He said that position allowed him to view both suspects 
and where his threats were located. 


Deputy Dominguez said that besides the parked vehicle, there was nothing else 
between himself and the suspects; thus his field of fire was clear. He said he and 
Deputy Fernandez never positioned themselves in such a way that would cause a 
crossfire danger. He said that their positioning caused him (Deputy Dominguez) to be 
in Deputy Fernandez’ field of fire, which explains why he did not shoot. He said that 
when he fired his two shots, he utilized the sights on this firearm and acquired his 
targets. 


Deputy Dominguez stated that paramedics were summoned after the shooting. He said 
they arrived relatively quickly and began treating the suspects. Deputy Dominguez said 

that based on the suspects' actions, he (Deputy Dominguez) did not believe he had any 
other option besides utilizing his firearm. 


IAB Note: During his interview Deputy Dominguez was shown a sketch of the 
scene created by Scientific Services Bureau. Deputy Dominguez 
was asked to mark his, Deputy Fernandez', and the two suspect's 
position at the time of the shooting. The sketch is included in this 
case book. See Deputy Dominguez’ IAB Interview Transcript.

EMPLOYEE WITNESSES 


Fernandez, Heriberto +] 


Witness Deputy Fernandez was interviewed by Homicide Bureau Detectives Richard 
Ramirez and Marcelo Quintero on April 6, 2011, at 0257 hours. Internal Affairs Bureau 
Sergeant Carlos Flores was also present during the interview. The interview was 
conducted at the Century Sheriff's Station, and was digitally audio recorded. 


Deputy Fernandez stated that on the indicated date and time he was working Unit 216F 
with his partner Deputy Dominguez. He stated that he was the driver of their patrol 
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vehicle, assigned to patrol the Florence/Firestone area. 


Deputy Fernandez stated that he was driving north on Central Avenue when he noticed 
an older model white compact vehicle traveling south. He said that the vehicle did not 
have a front license plate, and only paper plates affixed to the rear. Deputy Fernandez 
stated that he advised his partner, and they decided to conduct a U-turn and initiate a 
traffic stop of the vehicle. He said that as he made his U-turn he saw that the vehicle 
had turned west on 76" Place. 


Deputy Fernandez said he turned onto westbound 76" Place and saw the vehicle 
approximately 100 yards ahead. He said that the vehicle maneuvered past a white 
sedan which was double parked on the south side of the street. Deputy Fernandez 
stated that the white sedan’s position limited the space available to pass. He said the 
white compact vehicle was small enough and was able to get through and continue 
westbound, but the patro! vehicle was too big. 


Deputy Fernandez stated that due to the fact that he cculd not drive through, he began 
to slow down. He said that as he slowed his attention was drawn to two Hispanic 
males, and one black male, who were standing on the passenger side of the white 
sedan. He said that one of the Hispanic males was leaning inside the vehicle as the 
other males stood nearby. Deputy Fernandez stated that it appeared to him that the 
male leaning in the vehicle was involved in some type of transaction, possibly involving 
narcotics. 


Deputy Fernandez said that the three males looked in their direction and immediately 
began running westbound. He said the two Hispanic males ran west on the south 
sidewalk, and the black male ran on the street. Deputy Fernandez said he and his 
partner exited their patrol vehicle and shouted for the suspects to stop. He said that he 
saw that the two Hispanic males had their hands in their waistbands as they ran. 
Deputy Fernandez said he and Deputy Dominguez began chasing the two Hispanic 
males. 


Deputy Fernandez said the suspects continued west until they reached the residence at 
ERO Place. He said both suspects ran south into the driveway of that residence. 
He said that as the two suspects ran into the driveway he could see that one of them 
was holding a revolver. Deputy Fernandez said they continued following the suspects 
into the driveway. He said that due to an SUV parked in the driveway they entered the 
driveway in a single column configuration. He said they went between the house and 
the parked vehicle, with Deputy Dominguez in the lead. 


Deputy Fernandez said that as they traveled south, one of the suspects (Ramirez) 
moved to his right, towards a fence on the west side of the driveway. He said that he 
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could clearly see that the suspect had a revolver in his right hand, and they ordered him 
to drop it. Deputy Fernandez said that the suspect turned and pointed the firearm in 
their direction, at which point Deputy Dominguez fired one round at the suspect. 

Deputy Fernandez said the suspect was struck in the upper torso and fell to the ground 
He said the suspect threw the gun as he fell. He said he could hear the gun metal 
scrape along the concrete of the driveway. 


Deputy Femandez said he did not fire his firearm due to the fact that Deputy 
Dominguez was in front of him and in his field of fire. He said that his attention was 
then drawn to the second suspect, who was attempting to scale the fence at the south 
end of the driveway. Deputy Fernandez said that he could see that the suspect also 
had a firearm in his right hand. He said Deputy Dominguez ordered the suspect to drop 
the weapon, at which point the suspect pointed the weapon in their direction. Deputy 
Fernandez said Deputy Dominguez fired one round at the second suspect. He said the 
suspect managed to throw the firearm on the roof of the residence's garage, and then 
he fell to the ground. Deputy Fernandez stated that he also did not fire his firearm at 
the second suspect due to Deputy Dominguez being in front of him. 


Deputy Fernandez stated that immediately after the shootings he initiated emergent 
radio traffic, requesting assistance. 


IAB Note: The Homicide Bureau Detectives summarized their interview with 
Deputy Fernandez in a Supplemental Report included in this case 
book. See Exhibit A, Page 44. A Compact Disc, containing the 
audio recording of Deputy Fernandez' interview, is also included in 
this case book. See Exhibit H. 


Witness Deputy Fernandez was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants 
Carlos Flores and Laura Haynes, on August 22, 2011, at hours. He was represented 
by Green and Shinee Attomey Alfonso Estrada. The interview was digitally audio 
recorded. 


Deputy Fernandez' statement and description of the incident during this interview was 
essentially the same as he provided to Homicide Bureau detectives. He then answered 
questions relative to tactics and training. 


Deputy Fernandez stated that when they approached the white sedan that was double 
parked, he focused on the suspects standing next to it. He said he did not see who 
was in the vehicle. He said the three males looked “startled,” and began running west 
bound on 76" Place. He said the black male ran on the street, and the two Hispanic 
males ran on the sidewalk. He said the two Hispanic males were holding on to their 
waistband as they ran. 
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Deputy Fernandez said that based on his observations, he believed that the suspects 
had been involved in a narcotics transaction with whoever was in the vehicle. He said 
he and Deputy Dominguez exited their vehicle and began running after the two male 
Hispanics. He said that Deputy Dominguez exited their vehicle first; thus he (Deputy 
Fernandez} was slightly behind Deputy Dominguez. He said that both he and Deputy 
Dominguez shouted for the suspects to stop. 


IAB Note: Deputy Fernandez was shown an aerial photograph of the scene 
and was asked to mark the route taken by the suspects, and the 
route he and his partner took as they chased them. The 
photograph is included in this case book. See Deputy Fernandez’ 
interview transcript. 


Deputy Fernandez said he did not immediately initiate emergent radio traffic when the 
suspects began to run from them. He said he was more concerned on keeping a visual 
on the suspects in order to see where they were running to. He said that when the 
suspects turned into the driveway and one of them produced a firearm, he drew his 
weapon and held it with two hands. He said that he siill did not broadcast any radio 
traffic because to do so he would have had to utilize one hand to key his microphone. 
He said he did not want to jeopardize his safety and the safety of the nearby residents, 
by letting go of his firearm and utilizing the radio. Deputy Fernandez said he was 
trained and is proficient in the use of his firearm by utilizing both hands. 


Deputy Fernandez said he and Deputy Dominguez followed the suspects into the 
driveway. He said that Deputy Dominguez was in front of him and took a position 
behind the parked vehicle in the driveway. He said that due to the limited space, he 
took a position behind Deputy Dominguez. He said both suspects stopped at the end of 
the driveway, where a chainlink gate was located. He said that the suspect that had the 
gun in his hand (Ramirez) "veered off to the right," and was told by Deputy Dominguez 
to drop the gun. Deputy Fernandez said the suspect then turned and pointed the gun in 
his and Deputy Dominguez' direction. He said that Deputy Dominguez then fired one 
round at the suspect. 


Deputy Fernandez said the suspect fell down and “tossed” the gun. He said he could 
clearly see and hear the gun scraping against the concrete, after the suspect threw it. 
He said the suspect then “proned” himself out. Deputy Fernandez said that his and 
Deputy Dominguez' attention was then drawn to the second suspect (Burgos), who was 
attempting to scale the back gate. Deputy Fernandez said he saw that the suspect had 
agun in his right hand. He said that Deputy Dominguez ordered him to drop the gun, 
but the suspect instead turned his upper torso and pointed the gun atthem. He said 
Deputy Dominguez then shot one round at the suspect. 


Deputy Fernandez said that the suspect turned away from them, and threw the gun 
onto the roof of the residence's garage. He said he saw the gun fall off the roof and 
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land on the back yard. He said the suspect went over the gate, but laid on the ground 
and “proned” himself out. Deputy Fernandez said he then initiated emergent radio 
traffic, requesting assistance and paramedics. He said the paramedics arrived 
approximately ten minutes after his request, and began treating the suspects. He said a 
hostile crowd also began to gather. 


Deputy Fernandez said that based on the actions of both suspects, he believes Deputy 
Dominguez had no other choice but to utilize his firearm. He said that he did not shoot 
due to Deputy Dominguez being in his field of fire. He said that Deputy Dominguez’ 
field of fire was clear when he fired his two shots. 


Deputy Fernandez said the driveway was dark, but deputy Dominguez’ flashlight, which 
is affixed to his firearm, provided ample lighting. He said he clearly saw the suspects’ 
firearms with the light they had. Deputy Fernandez said that based on the situation, he 
and Deputy Dominguez took the best tactical position they could, behind the parked 
vehicle. He said they were never positioned in such a way that would cause a crossfire 
danger. 


IAB Note: During his interview Deputy Fernandez was shown a sketch of the 
scene created by Scientific Services Bureau. Deputy Fernandez 
was asked to mark his, Deputy Dominguez', and the two suspect's 
position at the time of the shooting. The sketch is included in this 
case book.

CIVILIAN WITNESSES 


The area near the shooting scene, aiii ast 76" Place, was canvassed for potential 
witnesses. The area was canvassed by Deputies from the Century Station, and 
Homicide Bureau. 


Several individuals stated they heard gunshots, but did not actually witness the 
shooting or had any knowledge of the circumstances surrounding the incident. Only 
one wire co of the individuals contacted stated they actually 
witnessed a portion of the shooting. The names of the residents contacted, and a 
summary of the deputies’ contact with them, are documented on Supplemental 
Reports.

He said that shortly after the 
deputy entered the driveway, he ES | heard three shots in close 
Succession. 


Wires Eat that after hearing the first two shots he walked to the west end 
of the porch and looked down the driveway. He said he then heard and saw the deputy 
shoot the suspect who had jumped the fence at the end of the driveway. Witness 
aid the suspect was laying on his right side when he was shot by the deputy. 
e said he was unaware of the second suspect who was lying behind the vehicle 
parked in the driveway. 


IAB Note: Witnes та у stated that the shots he heard were in 
such close succession it “sounded like an automatic weapon.” He 
also stated that he did not look down the driveway until after 
hearing the shots.

Woo NN tec that it took approximately 45 minutes for the paramedics to 
arrive and treat the suspects for their injuries.

members who live а оте did not witness the incident, nor did 
they want to speak with any investigator. 


SUSPECT’S STATEMENTS 


Suspect Ramirez was interviewed by Homicide Bureau Detectives on April 6, 2011, at 
0448 hours. The interview was conducted at the California Hospital Medical Center in 
Los Angeles, and was digitally audio recorded. 


Suspect Ramirez said that on the night of the incident he had consumed four beers, 
and ingested methamphetamine. He said that he was “hanging out” with his friend 
when he saw a police vehicle coming in his direction. Suspect Ramirez said he ran 
away due to the fact that he is on parole and had not reported to his parole officer. 


Suspect Ramirez said he did not have a firearm in his possession, nor did he pointa 
firearm at the deputies. He said the deputies shot him because he ran. 


IAB Note: Homicide Bureau Detectives summarized their interview with 
Suspect Ramirez in their Supplemental Report. See Exhibit A, 
Page 51. A Compact Disc, containing the audio recording of 
Suspect Ramirez’ interview is also included in this case book. See 
Exhibit H. 


Deputy Azam Flores # АЙ assigned to the Century Station, was detailed with 
providing security during the time Suspect Ramirez was recovering from his wound at 
the California Hospital. While there he began a casual conversation with Suspect 
Ramirez. During that conversation Suspect Ramirez admitted to lying to detectives 
during his first interview. 


Suspect Ramirez told Deputy Flores that during the incident he did have a small firearm 
in his possession. He said he had bought the weapon from a man in the city of Bell 
Gardens, and had paid one hundred dollars for it. Suspect Ramirez additionally said 
that he threw the gun prior to the deputies seeing him. 


Deputy Flores advised the homicide detectives of his conversation with Suspect 
Ramirez, and the information he had obtained. The homicide detectives requested that 
Deputy Flores conduct an additional interview with Suspect Ramirez, and digitally audio 
record it. 


Suspect Ramirez was re interviewed by Deputy Flores on April 10, 2011, at 1226 hours. 
The interview was conducted at the Inmate Reception Center, and was digitally audic 
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recorded. 


Suspect Ramirez again admitted to having been in possession of the firearm, but again 
stated that he had thrown it prior to being shot. Suspect Ramirez said he had bought 
the firearm several days before, and usually carried it in his pocket or in his vehicle. 
Suspect Ramirez said he needed the firearm due to the fact that members of another 
gang, “East Coast Crips,” had tried to kill him before. 


Suspect Ramirez said that he was going to throw the gun down as soon as he saw the 
deputies, but he panicked and started running. He said that when he reached the fence 
he threw the gun and attempted to climb the fence. He said at that point he was shot. 
Suspect Ramirez said he was drunk when the incident occurred. 


IAB Note: Deputy Flores summarized his conversation and interview with 
Suspect Ramirez in a Supplemental Report. See Exhibit A, Page 
92. A Compact Disc, containing the audio recording of Deputy 
Flores’ interview with Suspect Ramirez is also included. See 
Exhibit H. 


Suspect Burgos was interviewed by Homicide Bureau Detectives on April 27, 2011. 
The interview was conducted at the Harbor UCLA Medical Center in Los Angeles, and 
was digitally audio recorded. 


Suspect Burgos said he was in front of his home on 76" Place when several friends 
arrived in a vehicle. He said he then saw the police vehicle approaching, and he began 
running away. Suspect Burgos said he heard someone shout "freeze," and "stop 
running," but he continued due to the fact that he was in possession of a firearm 
Suspect Burgos said he was carrying the firearm for protection from other gang 
members. 


Suspect Burgos said he ran down а criveway, and ran passed a vehicle 
parked there. He said that he then retrieved his firearm from his waistband and threw it 
towards the garage of the residence. He said the deputies did not see him when he 
retrieved and threw the gun. Suspect Burgos said he then jumped the fence at the end 
of the driveway. He said he was then shot by the deputies. 


IAB Note: Homicide Bureau Detectives summarized their interview with 
Suspect Burgos in their Supplemental Report. See Exhibit A, 
Page 95.

On November 17, 2011, the Executive Force Review Committee, consisting of 
Commanders Joseph Hartshorne, ЖЕШ Todd Rogers, and Jacques La 
Berge, HI reviewed the deputy involved shooting incident documented in IAB 
SH2286274. 


After reviewing the incident, the committee expressed a need for additional information. 
The committee requested that the two involved deputies, Adrian Dominguez, 

and Heriberto Fernandez, be interviewed a second tim nal Affairs 
Bureau investigators. The investigator, Sergean: Carlos Flores, was directed 
1o further question the deputies regarding their foot pursuit, and the use of their radio. 


The following statements are summarized. Precise wording may be obtained by 
reviewing the digitally audio recorded interviews located in the IAB audio files and/or 
the verbatim transcripts included in this addendum. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS 


Deputy Adrian Dominguez 


Deputy Dominguez was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Carlos Flores 
and Laura Haynes on December 1, 2011, at 1057 hours. The interview was conducted 
at the Internal Affairs Bureau, and was digitally audio recorded. Deputy Dominguez 
was represented by Attorney Alphonso Estrada. 


Deputy Dominguez reiterated what he said during his first interview. He stated that 
when the suspects initially ran away, he was not sure why they ran. He said that it was 
not until he saw the suspect's handgun that he felt he was committing to a foot pursuit. 
He said he then attempted to broadcast his foot pursuit, but by that time the suspects 
had ran into the driveway. He said he then felt that it was safer to keep both hands on 
his firearm, rather than reaching for his radio microphone. 


Deputy Dominguez stated that he was in front E Oi Place when he saw the 
suspect produce the handgun. He said it was there that the first attempt to broadcast 
the foot pursuit was made. Deputy Dominguez said he could not remember whether it 
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was he, or his partner, Deputy Fernandez, who attempted to broadcast on the radio. 
He said that they attempted to broadcast their foot pursuit approximately seven to ten 
seconds after exiting their patrol vehicle. Deputy Dominguez stated that he is aware of 
the Department's Foot Pursuit Policy, and the stipulation that it must be broadcasted 
within the first few seconds of initiation. 


IAB Note: During Deputy Dominguez’ interview, Sergeant Flores played the 
recording of the emergent radio broadcast that was initiated during 
the incident. A copy of that recording is included in the case book.

Deputy Heriberto Fernandez 


Deputy Fernandez was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Carlos Flores 
and Laura Haynes on December 1, 2011, at 1113 hours. The interview was conducted 
at the Internal Affairs Bureau, and was digitally audio recorded. Deputy Fernandez was 
represented by Attorney Alphonse Estrada. 


Deputy Fernandez reiterated what he said during his first interview. He said that when 
the suspects ran away, he and his partner followed in order to ascertain why they ran. 
Deputy Fernandez stated that in his “train of thought," he was not involved in a foot 
pursuit unti! after he saw the suspects exhibit their handguns. He said that upon seeing 
the suspects' guns, he heard that his partner, Deputy Dominguez, attempted to 
broadcast their status on the radio. 


Deputy Fernandez said that when they observed that the suspects had guns, he felt it 
was safer to keep his hands on his firearm, as opposed to trying to reach for his radio. 
Deputy Fernandez said that he heard Deputy Dominguez attempt to broadcast their 
status, approximately ten seconds after they exited their vehicle. Deputy Fernandez 
stated that he is aware of the Department's Foot Pursuit Policy, and the stipulation that 
it must be broadcasted within the first few seconds of initiation.

Dear Captain Smith: 


The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office has 
completed its review of the April 5, 2011, non-fatal shooting of Oscar Jesus Ramirez and Jaime 
Rodriguez Burgos by Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department (LASD) Deputy Adrian 
Dominguez. We have concluded that Deputy Dominguez acted lawfully in self-defense and 
defense of his partner, Deputy Heriberto Fernandez. 


The following analysis is based upon investigative reports, property reports, analyzed evidence 
reports, and witness statements taken during the investigation by the Los Angeles County 
Sheriff's Department (LASD), and submitted to this office by Detective Marcelo Quintero. The 
District Attorney Command Center was notified of the shooting at approximately 9:46 p.m. on 
April 5, 2011. The District Attorney Response Team, comprised of Deputy District Attorney 
Jason Lustig and District Attorney Senior Investigator Heinz Naas, responded to the location. 
They were given a briefing of the circumstances surrounding the shooting and a walk-through of 
the scene. Compelled statements were not considered in this analysis. i 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


On April 5, 2011, at approximately 8:50 p.m., Deputies Fernandez (driver) and Dominguez 
(passenger) were on uniformed patrol in a marked police vehicle headed north on Central 
Avenue near 76" Place in the Florence/Firestone unincorporated area of Los Angeles County. 
They saw an older model compact vehicle without proper license plates traveling south on 
Central Avenue and decided to conduct a traffic stop. They followed the vehicle west on 76°" 
Place where it maneuvered by an east facing, double parked car, which blocked the path of the 
larger patrol vehicle. As Fernandez slowed the patro! car, the deputies saw three males standing 
at the passenger side of the double parked car. One of the males was leaning inside the 
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passenger window. The three males looked in the deputies’ direction with startled expressions 
and began running west. Believing they had just observed a narcotics transaction, the deputies 
exited their patrol car and ran after two of the males who were running on the sidewalk. The 
third malej ran across 76" Place and later was found hiding under a parked car.' 


Dominguez exited the patrol car first and was leading the chase after the two males who turned 
south U SS 76" Place and ran down the driveway. Both deputies saw the two males 
holding firearms as they were running on the driveway. One of the males, Jesus Ramirez, moved 
toward the west fence of the residence and turned to his right enabling the deputies to see a 
revolver in his right hand. Both deputies ordered the males to drop their guns several times. 
Ramirez ignored the cormunands, turned further to his right and raised the gun in the deputies’ 
direction. Dominguez fired once striking Ramirez in the upper torso. As Ramirez was falling to 
the ground, he threw the gun between the west fence and a car parked in the driveway.” Ramirez 
extended his arms and surrendered. 


At the same time, the other male, Jaime Burgos, was attempting to climb a fence separating the 
driveway and backyard of the residence. The deputies ordered Burgos to stop running. Burgos 
turned to his right and pointed a semiautomatic firearm in the deputies’ direction. Burgos 
ignored the deputies’ orders to drop the gun. Dominguez fired once striking Burgos in the lower 
right back? Burgos turned back towards the fence and threw the firearm on the roof of the rear 
detached garage on the other side of the fence. The gun slid off the roof and landed on the 
ground.’ Burgos climbed over the fence and laid down where he was handcuffed. 


Ramirez was transported to California Hospital where he was treated for a gunshot wound to his 
abdomen. Burgos was transported to Harbor UCLA Medical Center where he was treated for a 
gunshot wound to his lower right back." 


Oscar Ramirez 


On April 6, 2011, at 4:48 a.m., Ramirez was interviewed in the Intensive Care Unit of California 
Hospital. After waiving his Miranda rights, Ramirez told investigators he was hanging out with 
friends, had drunk several beers and used methamphetamine. He ran from the police because he 
was on parole and believed there might be a warrant for his arrest for not reporting to the parole 

office. Ramirez denied having a firearm. 


' when interviewed BJJ aimed he had been walking with a friend when he saw the patrol car approaching, He 
hid to avoid any contact with the police because he was on probation and did not want to get arrested. He heard two 
to three gunshots, but did not sec any aspect of the shooting. He denied being with the two other males and running 
from the deputies. 

? The firearm wes a Titan Tiger, .38 speciał caliber revolver loaded with six live rounds. 

2 Fernandez never fired his scrvice weapon because a car parked in the driveway created a narrow passageway 
placing Dominguez directly in front of bim and in his line of fire. 

* The firearm wes a Smith and Wesson, model 469, 9mm semiautomatic hardgun loaded with 12 live rounds in the 
magazine and no rounds in the chamber. 

5 in case number B the District Attomey's Office filed assault with a fircarm on a peace officer and related 
fircarm charges against Ramirez and Burgos. 
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After the formal interview with investigators ended, Ramirez spoke with Deputy Flores, who 
was guarding Ramirez at the hospital. During this conversation, Ramirez told Flores that he ran 
from the police with a gun and thought about shooting it out with them because he did not want 
to go back to prison. Ramirez said that he did not tell the investigators “shit” because he did not 
“want them to put a gun case on me. I told them that I didn’t have a gun and that cop shot me for 
nothing.” Ramirez paid $100 for the gun. 


Jaime Burgos 


On April 27, 2011, investigators interviewed Burgos at Harbor UCLA Medical Center, After a 
Miranda advisement, Burgos said that he was in front of his residence talking with his friends, 
including Ramirez, when the police appeared. He tried to enter his residence and heard “freeze.” 
Burgos ran because he was carrying a Smith and Wesson 9mm handgun while on parole, which 
he knew was a serious crime. He removed the gun from his waistband with his right hand before 
turning down the driveway. He ran up to the gate and threw the gun toward the garage on the 
other side. Burgos said it was not possible for the deputies to have seen him remove the gun 
because he had tossed the gun and jumped the fence before being shot. 


LEGAL ANALYSIS 


California law permits the use of deadly force in self-defense or in the defense of others if it 
reasonably appears to ihe person claiming the right of self-defense or the defense of others that 
he actually and reasonably believed that he or others were in imminent danger of great bodily 
injury or death. (People v. Williams (1977) 75 Cal.App.3d 731.) 


In protecting himself or another, a person may use all force which he believes reasonably 
necessary and which would appear to a reasonable person, in the same or similar circumstances, 
to be necessary to prevent the injury which appears to be imminent. (California Criminal Jury 
Instructions 3470.) 


When the peril is swift and imminent and the neccssity for action immediate, the law does not 
weigh into nice scales the conduct of the assailed and say he shail not be justified in killing 
becausc he might have resorted to other means to secure his safety. (People v. Collins (1961) 189 
Cal. App.3d 575). 


CONCLUSION 


The evidence examined in this investigation shows that Deputies Fernandez and Dominguez 
attempted to detain Oscar Ramirez and Jaime Burgos to investigate a possible drug violation. 
Upon seeing the deputies, Ramirez and Burgos ran away because they were on parole and in 
possession of firearms. While following Ramirez and Burgos down the driveway, the deputies 
saw firearms in their hands and ordered them several times to drop them. Ignoring the deputies’ 
orders, Ramirez turned toward the deputies and raised his revolver in their direction. In 
imminent danger of great bodily injury or death to himself and his partner, Deputy Dominguez 
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fired his service weapon once, striking Ramirez in the abdomen and disabling him. At about the 
same time, Burgos was attempting to climb a fence with a gun in his hand. He ignored the 
deputies’ commands to drop the gun. Instead, he turned and raised his firearm in the deputies’ 
direction. Again in imminent danger of great bodily injury or death, Deputy Dominguez fired 
his service weapon once, striking Burgos in the lower back, ending the threat. 


Given the rapidly evolving, life-threatening situation that confronted Deputy Dominguez, we 
conclude he acted lawfully in self-defense and defense of Deputy Fernandez. We are therefore 
Closing our file and will take no further action in this matter,
